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WCENT MARTIN FATALLY IN- 


JURED IN CENTRE SQUARE. 
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Vincent Martin, retired U. S. rail- 


way mail clerk, at the age of 67 years 
met with a fatal accident resulting 
about and hour later in death on 
Monday evening after being struck 
by the Packard roadster owned and 
driven by Postmaster Charles S. 
Dnncan on Centre Square. 


An unfortunate combination of oc- 


currences led up to the fatal acci- 
dent. About 7 o'clock the streets of 
Gettysburg were in total darkness 
on account of the temporary 'failure 
of the electric current. Shortly af- 
ter 
the 
darkness enveloped 
the 


streets Mr. Martin left the sidewalk 
to go to the circle in the centre of 
the Square. At the same moment 
the car of Mr. Duncan entered the 
Square from Carlisle street with no 
other help than the light of the ma- 
chine to see the roadway. The car 
was 
moving slowly 
and 
started 


around the circle and Mr. Duncan 
says that the first intimation he had 
of an accident was the jar of the car 
in passing over the body of Mr. Mar- 
tin. 
The car was stopped within a 


few feet of the man and he was car- 
ried to the car and rushed to the 
Hospital. The wheels had gone over 
the body and it was crushed and Mr. 
Martin expired within an hour of 
the accident. 


Vincent Martin was a native of 


Gettysburg-, eldest son of the late 
Capt. \Vm. Martin. He 
went

clerk on the Pennsylvania Railroad, 
his run being from Xcw York to 
Pittsburgh. 
During the twenty-five 


years he was in the service he lived 
at Harrisburg and held a record for 
being one of the quickest and best 
railway clerks on the busiest route 
in the United States.

Gen. Henry T. Allen, 
commander of the forces on the 
Rhine and entered the room where 
the bodies were and placed the flow- 
ers on one of the coffins. The body 
so chosen was escorted to Havre 
and is now on board the Olympia. 
Admiral Dewey's historic flagship, 
which sailed for Washington via 
Hampton Rhodes.
